2. DEVELOPMENT AND WORK OF AMT VI RSA 


(a) Period Summer 39 till End 41 


AS stated briefly in CSDIC/CMF/SD 25 para 2.A.; when smt VI was 
formed shortly before the outbreak of war, it took over from Amt III (of the 
SD Hauptamt) the information obtained on the politiml, economic and cultural 
structure of foreign countries. The first amtschef VI was SS Brigadeftehrer 
JOST, formerly Amtschef III of the SD Hauptemt. Work of the Hauptamt on 
foreign countries had been carried out by Abteilung III/1 (and IIT/3), 

(not Gruppe as stated in a/m report), of which the latter, since 1938, md 
toyed with the idea of concentrating on the obtaining of Intelligence proper, 
which was to become the function of Amt VI RSHA. However, neithor the 
personnel of Abt III/1 nor of Abt III/3 had any special qualifications for 
Intelligence work, and Amt VI RSHA md to be built up from scratch. 

On the outbreak of war JOST attempted close liaison with the 
Government departments which it wos the task of Amt VI to supply with 
Intelligence material. Right fran the beginning the Foreign Office showed 
itself disinclined to co-operate, as RIBBENTROP did not want a separate 
intelligence organisation to supply him vith mterial, and attempted to 
obtain his own intelligence by indirect means. He lost no opportunity of 
spying and ridiculing wherever possible the work of Amt VI, and for certain 
periods HIMMIER ordered that no member of Amt VI might enter the Foreim 
Givicee Co-vperution was never entirely broken, however, 4s Foreign Office 
contacts were necessary to the SD for building up its intelligence service 
abroad. To counteract the attitude of the Foreign Office JOST tried to work 
more closely with Government Ministries which wore themselves opposed to it, 
such as the Ministry of Propogandn and the Ministry of Economics, and use 
their contacts, travellors, Gormans living abroad, etc. Here agnin co- 
operntion was not entirely satisfactory; for instance the difficulties which 
ἀπὸ VI personnel had over the mtter of foreign exchange ware not settlod 
satisfrctorily by the Ministry of Economics. 

Inside the RSHA itself there were 3150 numerous personal qurrrels 
and petty jealousies which hmmpered the attempts of Amt VI. to build up an 
efficient service. «amt IV and, to ἃ lesser oxtent, Amt VII considered that 
thay mda mrt to play in the collection of intelligence abroad, and undertook 
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independent work ini this fivld throucn their own agents; πὸ VII, howowr, 
soon gave this up. The greatest competitor of ἀπὸ VI τὸ always the sbwehr, 


and remained so until its fusion in μεν | 

VI representatives in GimuANY ome under the 50 Abschnitto, and 
‘in neutral countries were nermall:; attached to the diplomtic missions, 
so far as the Forcign Office allo.ed. or were representatives of German 
firms. In occupied countrios they ome under varbous Dienststellen of 
tho Sipo. Jieither the Abschnittsfuehrer nor She Befehlsmber or Muechrer 
of the Sipo Dienststellen avroad .wre Vi mon, snd md little understanding 
for VI work, which greatly kunpered the work of VI reyresentatives at home 
and abro2d, 

Despite the internal .uarrels “nd jealousies described above, 
ist VI succeeded in this initial :vriod in establishing a nunber of. ropre- 
sentatives in neitral countries, notrbly in HOLLAND and BELGIU, NOR, 
SPIN, PORTUGAL and TURKEY. No success vas achioved sath SWEDEN. after 
the military successes of 40 and 41, work in the conquered territories 
naturally became mich casior, but suffered under the disadvantage that VI 
roprescntatives tended to concentrate for their informition on elements 
that wore fricndly to GERMANY, iv. the Quislings, who «vro not in oe 
like so good 4 position to provids intelligence as quarters favourable ¢% 
the Allics. In ITALY, although 2ITLER had forbiddon any SD activity Ἐν τ, 
sone-small attanpts were made to cotain intelligence, wnd SS Ob ~oturmfuchror 
ZUAcER and SS Obersturmfuchror CROZ5L were sent to ROLE, but sore soon 
recalled. 

With the establisiumnt of dS in the occupiod countries, Amt VI 
waa divided into Beer p ere Grupen. sn LO was set uo to the Kinistry of 
Economics, and tho Tochnical Group, Cruppe VI/F, including the HAVEL 
Institute vas created. nother Grcup wis formed durin.; the period, but 
again dissolved in smtumn 44. This was Gruppe VI/H, later VI/s, which 

was knuwn as "Cogner im jusland", and wis concerned with counter-cspionage 
abroad, against the "enomies cf National Socialism", esrecially against 
Freemasons and Jews, and tmovements like STRASSER's "Scinarze Front", 
Bectuse the Group's work overlipped with that of the Groups dealing with 
geographical divisions, and vith the counter-intelligenco branch of πὸ IV ι 
which was gradually developing, it wes finally disbanded.. 

Source is unable to sive mny concrete oxmmples of work undeftakan 
by ἀπὸ VI during the period under review. The VENLO incident at which 
STEVENS and BEST were mptured «xs considered the greatcst triumph of the 
veriod. Folloving this success, .sct VI made plans for the capture of Lord 
VANSITT.RT, who vas said to be intending to visit SWITZERLAND either at 
end 39 or beg 40. (This story ws overlooked by Source in his interrogation 
on work on SWITZERLAND - CSDIC/CUE/SD 25). Tho informtion on the impending 
visit had been obtrined from ἃ contact maintained dy Jurt VI with Austrian 
Legitimists inside SWITZIRLAWD. They bolieved themselves to be in touch 
with a similar group in the TYROL, «shich was in fact a fiction of amt VI 
agents. ἃ Swiss courior in the service of Amt VI travelled between . 
SWITZERLAND and the SD 4ussonstollo at BREGENZ, where despatches from the 
Legitimists in SWITZERLAND were ovencd and exmmined. They mde use of 
secret ink of a peculiar kind, obi ined by the drinking of large quantities 
of red wine; this ink prodised writing which became visible when exposed to 
heat. It was hoped throurh these contacts to persuade Lord VANSITTART to 
confer on the frontier with ostensible members of ἃ German resistance group, 
and then kidnap hin As Was done with BIST ane STEVENS, The plan camo to 
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Work in FRANCE wis concentrated on ἡ obtaining Δ}} possible information 
on the intentions of the VICHY government. Work in YUGOSLAVIA consentratod 
on discovering tho attitude of the Yugoslavs in oase of a Gorman invasion. 

In this connection there was a considorable tension between jmt VI and tho 
Yoroign Offica, ΔΒ HEYDRICH maintrined, on tho basis of informntion obtained 
by Amt VI, that a rovolution was Jikoly, and that tho people would resist, 
while RIBDENTROP pooh=poohed the idca. 

Although, by ond 41, ἃ fuirly wide VI net md Leon built up sbroad, 
the actual successes which Amt VI Imd to show were smll, and the question was 
raised whether the continued existemee of the Aut was justified in view of the 
incroasing extent of che cowit: ΞΟ δϊι νῦν Unie & ms often reforred to 
even by its own personnel as "Gruppenfuchrer HEYDRICH's . rsonal informtion 
servico", HEYDRICH sot out to imprcve mtters, and beg: ὃ «nrointing 


SCHELLENBERG 2s Stellvertretonder amtschef. SCHELLENBERG actually ren the 
amt from now on, and though JOST was not officlally removed till a little 
later, his authority was nil. Ho frequontly stopped his car in ἃ sidostroet 
near the uimt VI offtices and sent his driver to get some mpers he Mppened 
to need, as his relations with SCHSLLEVBERC prevented him from entering the 
offices himself, ! 


(Ὁ) Period End 41 11} Beg 43 


SCILSLLENBERG vas only 32 when he undertook the reorganisation of 

Ant VI, He had ut up till then been Grupvenleiter Iv/z, concerned with countor- 
intelligonce. He had received the E.K. 1 for his prt in the VENLO incident. 
It was not beliovod by most senior members of the RSHA tmt ho would succeed 
in his task of maldng jmt VI ἃ worthwhile concern, but Source beliows 
HIMMLER 74s prepared to give hima yotr's trial. SCiLLENBERG started off 
by miking considsrable changes of personnel, ind 4s fe cans from Amt IV 
attempted to have transferred to ἐπ VI ἃ number of Cestapo men of whose 
efficiency ho knew fran his owm experience. This led to long dawn out 
squabbles between st IV and amt VI, but cventually SCESLLENAERG succeeded 
in replacing rlmost all the key persont.el of amt VI, ind, as statud in 
CSDIC/AQir/SD 25 para 2.C.1., thooa who were too efficient to be spared were 
sant to cutside Dionststcllon so as to Allow ἃ fresn start to be mde at the 
main office. 

Through SCHELLENBERG's peroonal efforts peice vas at any rate 
outvardly mado betwen tha Foreign orfice and ἀπὸ VI. _SCHELLENRERG himself 
became the LO for amt VI to the Poreign Office, and RIBAENTROP aprointed 
his om representativo as LO to wat VI. An imicdiate result of the re- 
conciliation was that the VI positions in neutral countries could be improved. 
This Mmppened at a timcly mowont, as the decrease in Germ trade saith the 
noutrals had deel. making it more snd moré difficult to establish further ΗΝ 
camouflaged VI representatives in neutral countries. (In SPAIN and PORTUGAL 
VI revresentatives were attacned to the Folice attaches, themselves IV sen, 
but no other neutral md agreed to the establishment of such attaches, so 
that the chances of jmt VI in this respect were very limited). Wevertheless, 
in comparison with .bwehr ropvresentaticn in diplomtic missions abrmd, ἐπὶ 
VI revresentation was very small even aftor this incressed co-operation with 
the Foreicn office, the proportion tcing somavhere in the region of 10:4 
in ffvour ef the sAbwehr. | 

SPAIN (with TANGIERS), PORTUGAL and TURKEY were the most favourable 

countries for the building up of VI representatives after the agreement with 
the Foreign Office, and Sourco states that unquestionably the croatest 
successes of Amt VI were scored in these countrics, vhereas SWITZERLAND and 
SWEDEN remvined the problem children, 1s before. Tho political upheavals in -—~ 
IRAN and IRAQ offered ἃ splondid opportunity for VI infiltmtion, vhich ws 
not overlooked, and every effort was mde to stir up troublo against BRITAIN. 
VI positions in SOUTH /MERICA, particularly in TBE ARGENTIG, were strengthened, 
So far as Source knews stmt VI did not succeed in olacing any agents in USi 
after the declarntion of var on that eountry, and at no time, ho believes, 
wis there ever an SD agent operating in CREAT BRITsALI. 

The Referat VI/C/ZESP=ELI’, concerned with sabotage and subversion 
against RUSSIA, frequently pressed at this time for tne establishment of somo 
form of independent government to be set up in various conqiered territorios — 
of the U.S.S.R., particuliriy di tho Uti.g, vhicn wis considered an especinlly 
favourable field for such an experiment. Howewr, opposition by the Foreign 
Office and cthor Goverment Departments provented anychinz being done to achiove 


this. 

In FRUICE and the LOW COUNTRIES thore was contimal friction betwoon 
dant VI and dunt ITI roprusentatives on thu rulatiw rusponsibilities in SD vor 
in obtaining informtion on the political tenduncios and morale of the respoctiva 
countries. In ἃ less acute fona chis friction existed throushout the work of 
the SD. In FRANCE, where VI ws more strongly revresented thn ITT, the task 
of obtaining such informetion on tne country, and also of bringing politiml 
pressure to bear, wis largely corricd ort by the former, but in HOLLIND and 
BELGIUM, where VI vas far less strongly represented, both these tasks fell to 
the latter. ἡ responsibility of πὸ VI in ®1ll three caiuntries at this time vas 
the building uv of P/O nets which would opernte after the withdraval of the 
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Germans enre tho ΤΣ nid been won. | 
Inside GSRMANY SCHELLEMBERG cons? vernbly roduecd the numbor of 
VI Roferenter in the SD jAbsemitts, “s in miny cases thear work hid been 
unsuccessful, On the other hand be induced] HEYDRICH to issue in order” 
that all Sino und SD Inspekteure wore to do Ἀ11 they could to keep the 
roquirements of /umt VI in mind end to provide Ail possible resistance. 
Both HEYDRICH and SCHELLSIBERS had she intention of setting up independent 
iotellungen of ἀπὸ Vi in GERcNY. Seeswe of lack ef the necossary personmwl 
this ambitious vlan could not be fulfilled, but to make up for this 
SCHELLENBERG hid the right tc mke speciiie demnds οὐ every SD or Stapo 
Dienststelle in the Reich to comoperzte in the fulfillment of ἀπὸ VI 
operations. Also, to semensate for the numbers of VI Referate which woro 
withdrayvm from SD Abschnitte, VI rerresent2tion in the RSH, was further 
strenzthened ty the creation of the Sondery sferate Vifilirtschaft and VI/ 
Kultur, and of an 10 to the iinistry oJ” +. vpoganda. 

SCHELLENEERG also mado σῶν of outs te Loprove the relations of 
fut VI with the various Government linistites, and to linit as fir a3 possiblo 
the confusion rrevniling buewase ef th: overlap of interests in the obtaining 
of intelligence 6.7. in the intellisence camdssions given to business nen, 
and in personal jealousies within th: NS. HEYDRICH's smrdor in 42, though 
SCUBLLETRERG lost thereby an entiusinstic suprortor, brought hin closer to 
HUALER, as for seven months there «1s no Chof der Sipe und SD, and 
SCHELLENBERG himself performed this function. During this period he succoeded 
in persuading ΠΩΣ of the necessity of wut VI, of which in its earlier 
days he wis by no mens convinced. 

Tae open competition between the bwehr and am VI wes also shelved, 

at least openly, for the time being, ΤΌΣ: ΟΣ 4 conference neld in PRAGUE 
in May 42 between HEYOICH ond CURIS. SCHELLENRERC ond GinaRIS held 
froquent discussions together, and their relations were outiardly oxtremely 
affable, though SCEELLEIDERG, as stnted in CSDIC/CiF/SD 23, para 3, made’ 
no secret of his real feclin;s abcut "tie old fox”. 


(6) Period Ber 45 till Ree ἰμε 


At the ond of nis year of vroiaticon SCHELLEMEERS Ind alrendy 
overcome his chief difMculties, 2nd no-one qestioned any more the justi- 
fication of Amt VI's existence. The terser versonnel of the Amt med been 
emnged up to 80 ox 90%, and ef the foirer Grureenlciter only one had remained 
unchanged (VI/C). Hevertheless tho auslity of the Referentar vas in many 
cases not as hich as SORELLENSERG vould mve liked. : Spring 43 the Gruppen 
VI/S end VI/G were formed. The personel of fmt VI me now grovm to such ὁ 
an extent, also vith tno incroase of technicians in VI/F and VI/S, shat it -—— 
oxcecdad tht cf Amt III by almost 1,000, totallins about 2,000 altogether. 
i mumber of men from Jmt VII, whose Activities md been severely restricted 
in the course of the var, now passed cver to Amt Vi. | 

SCHELLE'RSRG had in met snown himself to be ἃ man to be reckoned 
with. The fall ot LUTHER, she special confidant of RIBSSITROP and Secretary 
of Stato to the Fersicn Office, was correctly attributed to him for ©. 
details see CSDIC/CNF/SD 20, para δ), ‘This incident brought a further breach 
between amt VI and the Fereiezn Office, relations laving deterioratod since 
the rapprochemont at bog 4.2, but as iy this tine VI represcnatives had beon 
firmly ostablished in all neutral countries, with the exception of SWITZFRLAND 
and SWEDE, the nocansite: for co-cypeurmtinn was not so marked, and noither 
HIELER nor SCHELLENESPG were conceined wich ἘΠ5 worsened relations. fmt VI 
reports were not pissod tc the Foreiim Office before they md been pronowwesd 
"suitable" by HOMWLER. 

With all the Advantages for ἃ succossful yoar's work available to 
ant VI at tne oponing of 43, notibly the closer rolations with the Ministries 
of Propoginda ond Economics, worx was further complicated by tho appearmnee of 
ἃ new problem. The war situaticn md greatly deteriorated against GEREUNY, 
and ἀπὸ VI vas now froed witn the task ef setting up a B/O network in all 
countries which wore thourht to be threatened with on Allied invasion. In 
Apr 43 orders to this effect were issucd to the VI men in NORVIAY, HOLLAND and 
BELGIUM, DOIGAPRK, FRANCE and ITY. In IDALY very little could Ὁ. done boctuse 
of the still existing Fuehrertefehl that no SD work was to be undertaken. 
VI/c/ZEPPELIN undertook this stork for KUSGIA, It was found wry difficult to 
establish nets in the Wiest becauso cf the rrowine nower of the »,vwsistance 
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riovements « 
In noutral countries also, the offect cf Cerman rovorses incroased 


the difficulties of ἀπὸ VI, as opposition to GEF .NY became more and mere 
apparent. In neutral countries whose intermal + litiml situation was 

of little interest, such as SWEDEN, it was founs increasingly difficult to 
obtain information on the Allies instead of working against the country 


itsolf. 

Lnother disadvantage made itself felt daring 43 when bocause of 
air raids on the capital most of the amt VI docurents and mrt of the 
admin personnel woro removed fran BERLIN to less threatened areas (sec 
csmrc/cite/SD 23, mra 2.c.), This, caipled with ever-growing transport 
difficulties, seriously dcolayed the work of the r in office. 

Work on individual countre ss vas as fol-ows apart from the creation 
of P/O nets: 

HOLLAND and BELGIUM: both these countri:s were comparatively 
unexploited by ἀπὸ VI. .bS VI in THE HiGUE and F°USSELS were not seriously 
considered until autumn 143, and prodicod very litle results of interost. 
The most important intelligence work in these countries was considered to 
be the countering of Allied agents, and.in this ἀπὸ IV md considerable 
success (no details knovm) especially against ΤῈ agents. The results of 
their work wore of creat use in W/T counterospionazo in other countries. 

FRANCE: VI was chiefly concerned with the internal politiml 


᾿ situation, including changes of ministers in the VICHY Government. for 


instance, the prorpcesed appointment of BOUSQUET as Chief of Police vas 
rigorously opposed by tho SD., SS Oberst:msfuchror ir. REICHE was the 
special VI Beauftragter at VICHY (cf: cSbIc/air/Si 25 para 4.a.). Very 
little intelligence on the Allies wa obtained. It was intended to set 
up an organisation in FRANCE for work against Si/ITZERLAND, NORTH AFRICA 
and GREAT ERITAIN, tut this never camo to anything. 

SPAIN: the best VI positions of all ‘ere in this country. SS 


-Qberfuehrer BERNHARD, the had of the German-Spanisn firm cf SOFINDUS und 


ROWAK, was the rerfect oxample of a VI represemtative camouflaged τὰ thin 

a large industrial convern. Ho was very close to SJNER, ond was ablo to 
provide informtion on intcrnal Spanish politics, and the cttitude of the 
Spanish Government to GERUNY. He also attempted tc sound Allied circles on 
views of a compromise peace. an espionage network in FRENCH NORTH AFRICA was 
controlled from TAN ICLERS, and operations of the sabotage and subversion 
Referat VI/B/i,/PARSEVAL were also directed from nr. 

PORTUGAL: Work was mainly directed agains the country itself to 
prevent mpprochement vith the illies. Neutral bus ress men were sounded 
on their views of Allied morile. | [oan 

TURKEY: the acceunt of the vhotographing << documents in Sir

Hugh KNATCHBULL-HUCHESS2I's private safe has alread: been given in CSDIC/CME/ 
SD 20, pam 7.6. 

MR EAST: attanpts were to be made in 43 to increase the weak 
position of .mt VI in the MR EAST by sending representativos by air or 
subimrine, and SCHELLENRERG wis planning ἃ trip to JAPAN himself, but could 
not be spared because a substitute could not be found for him in BERLIN, 

The project was accordingly abandoned, 

SOUTH AMERICA: with the breaking off cf dizlamtic relations by 
the SOUTH AMERICAN states, jmt VI work in those countries ceased alnost 
entirely. Tho previously existing network had rade itself too obvicus. 
Work tad been concentrated on obtaining informtion on USA through business 
men. The revolution in TEE ARCGENTIN]G caused the @insolition af an topertant 
network, ond there followed ondless bickerings between the SD, Abvehr and 
Foreign Office on vho had been responsible for its detection. 

ITALY: even before the ml of MUSSOLINI ths SD had sot up a 
wireless set in ROMS, despite the special Fuchrorbuf 1 against activity in 
ITALY. HASS had baon nom as VI roprosontative with .10 Polioo Attache, and 
wos responsiblo for this. Though informtion from wirious sources md 
indimted the possibility of the overthrow of the Mscist Goverment, tho 
actual event, coming vhen it did, vas a surprise to the Amt. The building up 
of an SD organisation in ItALY after the .rmistice is vell-lmown. 

BALKANS: svork was chiofly directed against tre political situation 
of the countrics thosselves, cxcept in GREECE, whose -sographical position 
vas favournble for intelligence work against the allics. 4 P/O network vas 
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also prepared, in conjunction vith ἐπ’ ‘erivitios ef VI/S. In JUCOSLAVL. 
efforts wore concentrated G ox ΟΣ ΣΤ the differeness betveon tho various 
groups, and ospocinl’:; to wisitha: ever tha Cotnik forces wholeheartedly 
on tho side of the Geswans. ; 
ΟΣ TA: in πο and ΑΚ increased VI personnel attempted 
to build up lines te ΤΑΝ an@ to ecyleit Sor closo relations with SwEDEN, 
by moans of commissions civen to touv.iling Swedish business man, otc. In 
this VIflirtschars ws cles: iy ecne:rmed. Source knows no details. In 
SWEDEN mt VI conconvrated ΓΔ cn ine mture of alr trafic tetwoen 
tht country and TICLAND, pi sconpe.3 careied and the purpose of their 
visits, ote. In FINA VI work vis directed mtirely agiinst the interml 
political situation. ἐς :

‘the Roichsfuchrer ofan took she το δι ci' a diplamtic dossier. This chanyo to 


active politiual verl: wis necoss’:7 ei by the canparative inactivity of the 
Foreign Office, The proiyr-.tion. sus by SCHELLENBERG jn SWITZERLAND for 
opening up lines af conmiict te tho .Jites are an example of the political 
work undertaken. Be cn in the politic.1 and intelligence field ant VI 
received an increasing musber of raciests for informtion from Government 
Lepaftments, thourh it still raminod its owm master in supplying question- 
naires to the agents omployod. Scurco states that these were permps ons 
of the woakest sides of the Ant's «ork, as despite the widesr-ead net which 
SCHELLENBERG had suc..eeded in taliciay; up since he took over, no cloar line 
of policy wis ever laid down on ths type of intelligence mterial required. 
Unless ἃ VI offi.cor τὸν Ablo to polish up and expand for himself the quostion-.

summarised, In FRANCS, during the last months of Cermin occupation, all 
efforts were concentrated on the increasing partisan problem, and the pre~ 
servation of civilian morale despite the air attacks. Work om the inner 
political aceno, which had been the chicf function of VI in FRANCE, became 
almost non-existent. As Abt VI BdS PaRIS and other VI Dienststellen withdrew 
to GERMANY increasing importance vas laid om the despatch of agents through 
the linss, and on P/O networks. In artumn 4) it was said that some 15% of 
agents, both W/T and espionage, Ind roturned with reports. The chief | 
objent of Leitstelle ALTER, the former Abt VI BdS PARIS (see CSDIC/AiF/SD 29, 
para 3) vas to work in conjunction with French eaigrees fron FRANCE, 
especially the DORIOT group, and from GSRYMANY and ITALY, and through 
SWITZERLAND, to maintain contact with pro-German French grouns that md 
rumiined behind, and with P/O agents. A similar role was played by Abt VI

In SAIN, becnuse of incrwasing sllicd pressure on the FRANC 
Government, Amt VI attcapted to increase the number of VI representatives 
already in tho country, in mse any of those already there should have to 
be withdrawn because thoy wore too woll-knowm to the allies. They sere 
to be wet up in diplomtic missions cr in industrial circles. So Mr as 
Source knows it was fond impossible to send more mrresentatives to tho 
country because of the attitude of tho Spanish Covernmont. Despite Allied 
pressure, Amt VI su..reedod, because largsly cf the influence of BERNHARD, 
in maintaining the attitude of SPAT to.ards CEPMAIY where it was wanted. 

The position with PORTUGAL was largoly sizilar. 

VI/D tried to dcsmtch several agents to USA by sutmmrine, but 
Source knows no details. In Tif? ΟΣ some agents wore still operating. 
The VI representatives in TURKEY contimed tc provide useful informtion 
cm politioal tfends in the country richt ur to the end. 

KALTENBRUN TE vas lazgely responsible for the revolution in 
HUNGARY in Mar 44, and the Vi Bouftrager in that country played an important 
part. VI/S was alse thrown in. In tho lust weeks of the war a mumber of 
Slovenes, Croats and Sorbs were dosy..cched 2rom ITALY (COMO) into SWITZERLAND 
with missions for the SD Léenststellen in YUCOSLAVL:, tut Sairce knows no 
details. It is theught thas ambassador RAHN has same kmowledge of their 
intantions. Similarly 2 number of Cacchs were to be desratchod into 
SWITZERLAND from SOUTH TROL under the auspices of Dr. NEUBACHER, the 
special representative in the South-iiST, in the last days of Apr 45. They 
had been trained undo> 55 cherstunsbanniiehrer AAMGER, VI Leiter of BdS ee 
PRAGUE, who nad been Gruprenleiter ΖΞ till autumn 43. He began his 
attempts to set up a Czech cspionigoe group in the first months of 44 It 
was the intention that they should pese as anti-Germans and establish contact 
with Allied circles in neutral ccuntries. During 44 it was also planned to use 
Slovakians for a similar purpose. Till the md of 43 work in SLOVSKIA md 
been undertaken by ἀπὸ III, but from 44. cn it became the rrovinco of jut VI, 
which concentrated on the inner rolitical condition inside the country, apart 
from the recruiting of the Slovak agents, 

It is some indicttion of the muddled conditions prevailing diring the 
last months of the var that while SCHELLENGRG was attempting to get in touch 
with the Allies to sound their views on 2n end of hostilities, ne brought 
Aurt two changes in tho organisation of Amt VI; the school for VI personnel 
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begun at end 44, was finally concluded.
